RESIDENTS in Marsh Farm 
have set up their own ‘protec¬ 
tion system' conducting 
patrols and offering support 
following a serious sexual 
assault in the area. 

Nigel Dominique, from The 
Non-Violence Alliance (TNVA), 
said people are offering lifts 
and ‘policing the neighbour¬ 
hood’ to create a sense of secu¬ 
rity. 

Last Saturday a woman in her 
30s was assaulted in the early 
hours of the morning as she 
walked through the Wauluds 
Bank Drive underpass. 

Bedfordshire Police said it 
was treating the attack as an 
‘isolated incident’ and that it 
had increased patrols to ‘reas¬ 
sure the local community’. 

The force also said a 
‘dedicated team of officers’ are 
investigating the case. 

However, following the 
assault, residents have been 
out on patrol and organising 
lifts for each other. 

Mr Dominique said two 
women from the Justice 4 Leon 
Briggs campaign, named 
Pauline and Donna, were lead¬ 
ing the initiative along with 
the TNVA. 

He also said there was an 


issue around ‘some of the 
young lads who think it’s okay 
to assault girls and the girls 
who think it’s okay for them to 
say nothing about it’. 

Mr Dominique added: “The 
community have come togeth¬ 
er so if you need a lift home, 
they will organise a lift. 

“They have come together 
very strongly and it’s a joy to 
watch. Pauline and Donna are 
really working hard and we 
have come on board and are 
leading with them.” 

Mr Dominique added: “All 
the women are out on patrol 
and it’s a very strong commu¬ 
nity. We don’t want a commu¬ 
nity backlash but if the police 
don’t go out that could happen, 
and we don’t want that. 

“The community are now 
doing the police role and 
they’re policing the neigh¬ 
bourhood and they are giving 
out numbers to people so they 
can feel safe. We have organ¬ 
ised our own protection sys¬ 
tem and we should not have to 
do this.” 

A police spokesman said the 
force was ‘generally supportive 
of community initiatives like 
this but would advise people to 
ensure they take general 
personal safety precautions 
such as sticking to well-lit 
areas and call the police on 999 
if they feel in danger’.

‘No sense’ in council’s 
move to increase tax

PROPOSALS to increase Luton 
Borough Council’s tax precept 
for the fourth year running have 
come under fire. 

The authority (LBC) wants to 
increase its share of tax by 1.5 per 
cent, which would add an addi¬ 
tional £14.29 to Band B proper¬ 
ties. 

The ruling Labour party has 
again rejected the government’s 
offer of a council tax freeze grant, 
but Liberal Democrat leader 
Councillor David Franks has said 
it made ‘no sense’ for the author¬ 
ity to reject the money. 

If councillors vote for the rise 
on February 23, residents could 
also face an additional tax rise of 
15.85 per cent if a police precept 
being pushed by the county’s 
Police and Crime Commissioner 


Oily Martins is backed in May. 
The move has been criticised by 
some residents. 

John Tucker, of Bracklesham 
Gardens, who has written to 
Luton on Sunday, is calling on the 
council to accept the grant and 
‘give everyone a break this year’. 

He added: “If Oily Martins gets 
his way we will have to fork out 
an extra £44.72 a year. 

“That’s outrageous. LBC has got 
a reputation for wasting our 
money.” 

Finance councillor, Cllr 
Mohammed Ashraf, said: 
“Twelve months ago the portfolio 
holder proposed that there would 
be a 1.5 per cent increase in this 
council’s part of the council tax 
in 2015/16, and this budget deliv¬ 
ers on that promise. 

“It also protects those who are 
worst-off financially because it 
continues with a fully-funded 


council tax support scheme, 
which means that all those in 
Luton on full benefit pay noth¬ 
ing. Our neighbours may accept 
the government’s freeze grant 
but many there on full benefit 
pay 25 per cent of their council 
tax bill.” 

Cllr Franks said: “I really don’t 
know what the Labour council 
has against Luton council tax¬ 
payers. 

“It makes no sense to say no to a 
£719k government grant and 
then force Luton council taxpay¬ 
ers to pay £857k when it only 
makes the council £138k 
better off. They should accept the 
government offer of the £719k 
additional grant and leave the 
council tax unchanged. 

“They need to learn that the 
council has no money of its own 
at all, every penny they spend is 
taxpayers’ money.” 
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Three men die 
in Ml collision 


THREE men died and a fourth was 
seriously injured on the Ml in 
Bedfordshire yesterday following a 
collision between a car and a double 
decker coach full of young people. 

At 6.46am on Valentine’s Day the 
coach collided with an Audi A3 which 
was stationary on the hard shoulder 
between junctions 12 and 13. 

The three men in the car, who were 
pronounced dead at the scene, were 
taken to Bedford Hospital south wing 
and inquests will open and adjourn in 
due course, after which they will be 
named. Two were from Bucking¬ 
hamshire and one was from the 
London area. 

The fourth man who was in the car, 
and is also from Buckinghamshire, 
remains in the John Radcliffe Hospital 
in Oxford. 

None of the young people on board 
the coach, which was travelling from 
Kent, were hurt. 

The northbound carriageway 
between junctions 12 and 13 was 
closed following the incident and did 
not reopen until after 2pm. There 
were long tailbacks with diversions in 
place. 

Bedfordshire Police are investigat¬ 
ing the incident and continue to 
appeal for witnesses. Anyone with 
information can contact police, in 
confidence, on 101.

Free school’s £4.5 million windfall for new site 


MORE than £4m has been 
earmarked for a new free school 
near the town centre. 

Moorlands Free School will get a 
new site in Osborne Road, able to 
house more than 500 children, after 
the government released £4.5m 
funding for the project. 

It will move from its current 
location in Leagrave High Street 
and it is hoped the new facility will 
open by September next year. 

Speaking after the announcement, 
principal Carrie Matthews said: 

“I’m so thrilled that we’ve been 
given the go ahead to build this 
brand new school. 

“It’s such an exciting opportunity 
for me, my teachers, and children to 
be involved in creating this fantas¬ 
tic new learning environment. 

“We can influence the new school 
- we are involved in planning this, 
and I’d love to hear from parents 
and pupils who’d like to get 
involved.” 

Contractors will be appointed this 
month and work will begin on the 
site in the summer. FRESH START: The new school site will accommodate over 500 children

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‘Huge’ issue with 
forced marriages

FORCED marriage is a 
‘huge problem' which 
needs more publicity, 
the scriptwriter of a 
film about the issue 
has said. 

Moazzem Hussain, of 
Chandos Road, Luton, 
said many victims of 
forced marriages feel 
too ashamed to speak 
out about their experi¬ 
ences. 

Mr Hussain worked 
with director Dr Anwar 
Haque and cinematog¬ 
rapher Habilul Munzir 
to produce ‘Soul Mate’, 
which was shown on 
Tuesday night at the 
Houses of Parliament. 

It tells the story of a 
young British-born 
Bangladeshi girl who is 
taken to Bangladesh 
and forced to marry a 
relative. 

The screening was 
attended by various 
local groups, including 
the Luton Women’s 
Centre, which helps 
more than 60 people a 
year affected by forced 
marriages. 

Mr Hussain said: 
“Forced marriage is a 
huge problem in the 
community. It’s not just 
in the UK but people 
coming from South 
East Asia and some 
African countries. 

“We tried to highlight 


the issue with the film 
and show it’s not 
acceptable and not 
right. I have friends and 
family who have seen 
this happening.” 

Mr Hussain, who also 
runs a restaurant in 
Leighton Buzzard, said 
when he approached 
victims of forced mar¬ 
riage, they encouraged 
him to do the film. 

He added: “Some 
times they feel ashamed 
but it is such a big prob¬ 
lem we hope people will 
watch the film to see 
that this is not right and 
that we have to stop 
doing that. 

“Most of these victims 
are from overseas and 
they can’t speak English 
so even if they have the 
intention of expressing 
their problem they can’t 
go and talk to the police. 

“At the same time, 
they think if they talk to 
someone it will bring 
shame to the family.” 

Melanie Skyers, chief 
executive at the 
Women’s Centre, said: 

“I would say that the 
majority of people that 
we see are young 
women who feel that 
they are being coerced 
into being married and 
at times it could be that 
the family feels they are 
doing the honourable 
thing by bringing a 
family member over ACTION: Mr Hussain said some victims of 
from another country.” forced marriage were ashamed to speak out

The East of England 
Ambulance service 
was unaffected as 


they routed their 
calls to another con¬ 
trol centre, but both 
the police and fire 
and rescue services 
were hit. 

The two forces 
liaised to ensure dis¬ 
ruption was kept to a 


minimum, with a 
spokesman for the 
fire service saying: 
“We contacted the 
police in light of the 
news and they posted 
information about 
where to call on 
social media.”

Suspect in murder 
to return to the UK

A MAN wanted in connec¬ 
tion with the murder of stu¬ 
dent Marcus Hall in 2001 has 
been arrested in Nigeria. 

Adebayo Ekun, 38, was pre¬ 
viously listed as wanted for 
the murder of 18-year-old Mr 
Hall who was beaten and 
stabbed to death 14 years ago 
on March 21 outside what 
was then Atmosphere night¬ 
club in Luton. 

Mr Hall (pictured), a busi¬ 
ness student and part time 
DJ, had travelled down from 
Peckham with a group of 
friends, but arrived too late 
to be let into the club. He was 
attacked when he got sepa¬ 
rated from his friends. 



In 2002 and 2003, a total of 
seven men were convicted for 
the part they played in 
Marcus’ murder. 

Following a So Solid Crew 
performance at the night¬ 
club, a fight broke out in the 
street which ended in Mr 
Hall left fighting for his life, 
having been beaten and 
repeatedly stabbed. Parts of 


the violence were caught on 
CCTV and also by a student 
who filmed some of the fight. 

The seven were convicted 
following an investigation by 
Bedfordshire Police, which 
was initially met with a wall 
of silence. 

The victim’s mother, Icelyn 
Wilson persuaded people to 
come forward, which result¬ 
ed in the convictions for the 
murder of Mr Hall. 

Ekun was arrested in 
Nigeria on Thursday and is 
currently in custody awaiting 
extradition back to the 
United Kingdom. 

The Beds, Cambsand Herts 
Major Crime Unit is working 
with the National Crime 
Agency in Nigeria to carry out 
the extradition process. 


Luton ISIS fighter boasts of ‘killing’ coalition pilots 


AN IS recruit from Luton has 
posted photos online with 
another jihadist, boasting of 
their plans to kill pilots from 
the US-led coalition. 

Abu Aziz, 32, formerly of 
Hazelbury Crescent, fled the 
UK to join the Islamist mili¬ 
tants despite being on bail for 


stabbing a football fan with a 
pen. He posted a photo, on 
Twitter, with Abu Rumaysah, 
31, who also left the country 
despite having been arrested 
by counter-terrorism police. 

The picture shows the pair 
next to a downed fighter 
along with a caption which 


reads; ‘Maybe next time 
myself n Abu Rumaysah r 
2gether it will be head of 
nusayri uk usa french jordan 
Saudi pilots head’ (sic). 

Aziz’s Twitter account has 
since been suspended. 

A number of his accounts 
have already been shut down.

A FAILING college has been 
turned around in less than a 
year. 

When Ofsted visited 
Houghton Regis’ Cental 
Bedfordshire University 
Technical College (UTC) in 
March last year, it was the 
first of its kind to be deemed 
‘inadequate’ and placed in 
special measures. 

In April 2014, the then edu¬ 
cation secretary, Michael 
Gove, approached Bedford 
College to become sponsors 
of the failing UTC. 

By August, their status had 
been confirmed and new 
plans put in place. 

Ian Pryce, principal and 
CEO of Bedford College, said: 
“We’ve had several Ofsted 
review visits since and 
they’ve all been really posi¬ 
tive in their response.” 

The usual aim for a school 
or college to be out of special 
measures is two years, which 
the UTC is well on track for 
with September being the 
expected timeframe. 

Mr Pryce added: “We’ve 
been maintaining progress 
since we came in, which 


started off with a change in 
leadership team and we have 
noticed an improvement in 
teaching. 

“We’ve started working 
closely with schools in the 
Luton Borough area to offer 
part-time classes to students 
in the town. 

“Our next plan is to work 
with local employers to help 
people gain experience and 
find work after they leave. 

“We’re currently in partner¬ 
ship with around 15 local 
companies.” 

The ultimate aim is to turn 
the college into a ‘sustainable 


and reputable educational 
institution’ before relieving 
control, while continuing to 
sponsor the college. 

While there has been a pos¬ 
itive start, Mr Pryce admits 
there’s still a way to go. 

He said: “As it’s had a 
troubled history, it’s a harder 
challenge than starting from 
the ground up as we’ve got to 
work on improving the UTC’s 
reputation.” 

The college has also been 
rated one of the top in the 
county for vocational sub¬ 
jects in a Department of 
Education league table.

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‘Colourful’ Fillip 
was liked by all

TRIBUTES have poured in 
for a young man who died in 
a suspected suicide. 

Fillip Rusenza, 20, who is 
more commonly known as 
Fillip Huf to his friends, died 
at the scene after being hit by 
a train at Leighton Buzzard 
station last Saturday evening. 

Three of his friends, Max 
Barrett, 18; Sam Lee, 19, and 
Liam Jasper, 18, all from 
Dunstable, said Fillip had 
been ‘liked by everyone’ and 
his death had left people 
‘heartbroken’. 

Comments have also been 
left on Facebook by others 
who knew him. 

Roxy Mead said: “RIP Fillip 
Huf, you were so lovely and 
you will be truly missed by a 
lot of people x,” while Louise 
Carney said: “The amount of 
people who cared and loved 
fillip is unreal! You will be 
surely missed! Rest in peace 
Fillip Huf.” 

Max, who knew Fillip for 
two years, said: “Fillip was 
always the most colourfully 
dressed. Anywhere you went 
- he was the brightest. He 



once drove us about in his car 
when he first got his licence 
and that was quite nice. He 
had plans to go out of 
Dunstable. 

“When we found out he was 
dead it was a shock. . .just 
unbelievable. We phoned a 
few people and most of them 
did not believe it. 

“Some of them thought that 
it was a bad joke. It was hard 
to accept. Since he died we 
have had a few things going 
on. People have been out 
together everyday just talk¬ 
ing about Fillip. 

“No-one organised it. It was 


good to see how many people 
that he inspired and the 
impact he had on the people 
he was around. I think we 
were like his family.” 

Liam and Sam said they had 
both known Fillip for a few 
months but had ‘clicked 
instantly’ with him. 

Liam said: “We are all pretty 
much heartbroken because 
we all loved him. Some 
people are still in shock and 
some still have not gotten 
over it. I had a good bond 
with him and he was such a 
lovely guy.” 

Sam added: “He tended to 
click with everyone and there 
seemed to be no-one that did 
not like him. Fillip was just a 
normal guy and he always 
put his mates in front of 
everyone else and was liked 
by everyone.” 

The trio also said a memo¬ 
rial had been arranged for 
Fillip on February 21 at 8pm 
in Luton Road, Dunstable, to 
celebrate his love of modified 
cars. 

British Transport Police 
said they were not treating 
the death as suspicious and 
they would be preparing a 
file for the coroner.

InterviewLuton 


CARL MUNGAZI is on a 
mission to uncover the 
hidden stories of Luton. His 
aim: to interview at least one 
person from every nationality 
represented in the town. 



AS the son of a man who 
once advised government 
ministers in Antigua 
during the late 1950s, 
Sundon Park councillor 
Sydney Knight had an early 
introduction to politics. 

At the age of 14 he was one 
of the youth leaders in the 
Antiguan Labour Party who 
travelled around the coun¬ 
try with the then Prime 
Minister Vere Cornwall 
Bird. Fast forward to 2015 
and he is now a Labour 
councillor in Luton and also 
a former mayor of the town. 

Cllr Knight was born in 
1943 and is the second of six 
children. He says he first 
‘came to life’ at the age of 
three when he saw the 
Moravian mission house his 
family lived in at the time 
destroyed in a fire. 

This was followed two 
years later by a double 
hurricane that destroyed a 
large part of the faith school 
he had been attending, as 
well as part of his new home. 

“When the hurricane 
came it destroyed most of 
the house and left us in 
poverty,” Cllr Knight says. 

“I was unable to go back to 
that faith school, and I 
remember the teacher kept 
writing to us because that 
particular year I was

supposed to be collecting a 
couple of books as prizes for 
the good work that I’d done 
in school. I couldn’t go 
because I didn’t have any 
shoes to wear and I never 


did go back to that school 
afterwards, so I lost my 
books. I always remember 
that because it was the first 
time I knew I was really 
angry with society. I lost the 
opportunity to get the prize 
for working hard in school 
and that really was a bug¬ 
bear to me.” 

As he grew older Cllr 
Knight got involved in poli¬ 
tics because of the connec¬ 
tions and influence of his 
father who, among other 
things, printed magazines 
and wrote news articles. 

Cllr Knight describes him 
as a man who ‘didn’t suffer 
fools gladly’, and always had 
people seeking him out for 
wise counsel, including 
politicians. After finishing 
his education in 1963, Cllr 
Knight worked at a tailor 
shop for a short period

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before joining the Antiguan 
customs department. He 
did not stay there long and 
he moved to the UK in 1966 
after being recruited by 
Lyon’s & Co to work at one of 
their restaurants in Golders 
Green, London. 

However, Cllr Knight last¬ 
ed only a few weeks in his 
job as a kitchen porter. 

He left to work as a railway 
engineer - a job he did for 22 
years - before leaving in 
1988 when he completed a 
degree in Social Science. 

He then became a social 
worker soon after and is 
now retired, having left the 
profession in March 2013. 

During his time as a rail¬ 
way engineer Cllr Knight 
lived in London with his 
wife and son. They moved to 
Luton in 1973 when they 
sold their house and bought 
another. 

It was at this point that 
politics began calling again. 

How difficult was it to get 
back in? 

“Pretty hard actually,” he 
says. “It was pretty hard for 
them to understand me in 
the Labour Party - never 
mind outside. 

“And it’s not just me as a 
black person, but everybody 
joining the party with their 
different values. They come 
up against it all the time and 
they have to fight their cor¬ 
ner.” 

Cllr Knight had two unsuc¬ 
cessful election campaigns 
before he won his first seat 
in Sundon Park in 1991.

He lost his seat in 2003 
when the Liberal Democrats 
came into power but then 
won it back in 2011. 

A year later he became the 
139th Mayor of Luton. 

What has he learnt from a 
life in politics? He says: “The 
thing is, if you believe in 
your values and principles, 
you must stick to them. 

“Your values and princi¬ 
ples must stand the test of 
time, must be morally 
sound, and if you believe in 
them, stick with them and 
pass them on to your kids. 

“The problem is that in 
this country you have fami¬ 
lies who are lone parent 
families and most of them 
are females. Now it’s not 
that the females are not 


doing a good job, but what 
these kids are missing out 
on is a balance - having a 
male role model as well as 
the female role model. 

“They need the balance 
and they need male teach¬ 
ers, particularly in the 
primary school to help with 
the balance because when 
they go to primary school 
the teachers are mainly 
female. 

“The male youngsters have 
lost their way and we need 
to bring them back, and we 
need a set of principles and 
a set of values to guide us. 

“The parents have got to 
have the vision and provide 
the guidance in order to 
bring the kids along with 
them.”

Vandals punished 
for £200k blaze

FOUR young men’s ‘mindless 
vandalism’ caused £200,000 
worth of damage to a school. 

A classroom was gutted in a 
fire at Downside Primary in 
Chaul End Road, Luton, with 
others and corridors smoke 
damaged and pupils’ 
cherished work lost in the 
flames on April 6, 2013. 

At St Albans Crown Court 
on Monday the judge was told 
the four had been of good 
character and came from 


respectable families. Two 17 
year olds from Luton who 
cannot be named and 
Ahasaan Khan, 20, and 
Mohammed Iqbal, 18, both of 
Humberstone Road, Luton, 
were appearing for 
sentence following a trial. 

The jury had heard they’d 
gone into the grounds during 
the Easter break with three 
getting on to a roof and hurl¬ 
ing stones at windows and 
breaking them. A fire started 
in a classroom after books 
and paper were piled up and 
ignited. 


Khan and Iqbal, along with 
one of the youths, had been 
found guilty of arson. The 
second teen was cleared of 
arson but convicted of 
burglary with intent to cause 
damage. Khan was sent to a 
young offenders institute’ for 
20 months, while Iqbal 
received 18 months. 

The 17-year-old arsonist was 
given a 12 month detention 
and training order, while the 
other was given a six month 
youth rehabilitation order. He 
will also be the subject of a 
curfew for three months.

Bringing a sleek hybrid crossover to market 
for around £30,000 is a tough assignment but 
Lexus has pulled it off with the NX 300h S. 

It sends drive to the front wheels but makes 
no pretences about any off-road prowess. It’ll 
manage better than 56mpg and packs a 195PS 
punch. That’s quite a gauntlet thrown down to 
rivals. 

Yes, you can buy the NX 300h with all-wheel drive, but to be 
honest, its hardly any more capable in the rough stuff. This NX 
300h S is powered by the proven Lexus 2.5-litre petrol engine, 
generator, motor and battery with a total system output of 
197PS, doing without the additional electric motor that sits 
atop the rear axle in all-wheel drive NX models. It also gets 
sprung-weight damping control to increase ride comfort and 
handling stability by reducing pitching when driving on uneven 
surfaces. It’ll sprint to 62mph in a reasonable 9.3 seconds and 
keep running on to 112mph. 

Remember when Lexus tried to look like their competitors? 
Seems a bit quaint now doesn’t it? These days there’s no 
mistaking a Lexus for anything else and this NX adopts the 
current family look with a vast ‘spindle grille at the front, 
dwarfing the LED headlights and L-shaped daytime running 
lights. The flared wheel arches house either 17 or 18-inch alloy 
wheels, while the side profile of the vehicle demonstrates how 
Lexus has aimed to create a sleek shape without compromising 
rear headroom, the highest point of the roofline being stretched 
backwards. Neat styling touches include a door handle with a 
concealed key barrel and plenty of shape built into the flank 
surfacing. This thing looks sharp enough to cut you. 


The interior also owes litfie to the premium German brands 
in its design ethos. Lexus aimed to combine the purpose of a 
high-performance vehicle with the materials quality of a luxury 
vehicle. The centrepiece of the dash is a curvaceous H-shaped 
metal frame that’s a world away from a typically slab-fronted 
SUV fascia panel. Details like drilled pedals and quilted leather 
seats differentiate the cabin from the usual suburban SUV norm. 


Practicality certainly hasn’t been overlooked though, and the 
NX offers decent headroom, a generous front-to-rear hip point 
distance and the longest luggage area load length in its class. 


Should you want a BMW X3 or Audi Q5-sized vehicle, you’re 
not exactly starved of choice at the moment. Limit the budget 
to £30,000 and the choices become a lot less exciting. That’s why 
were fairly confident that this entry-level S version of the Lexus 
NX has a real chance. Even as the starter NX, it’s rammed with 
standard equipment and it’s not as if you’re buying something 
with an outdated nail of a diesel engine in the nose. Instead, you 
get a clever hybrid system that offers reasonable refinement and 
very good economy. 


Clearly, its chances of success hinge on the public perception 
of a front-wheel drive ‘Crossover’ vehicle. Let’s face it, this one 


isn’t mocked up as an off-roader. It’s more like an estate with 
the sort of high seating position that makes many drivers feel 
comfortable. Lexus has built something smart and pragmatic 
here. It might well reap the benefits.
